Washington, Feb. 2.—Its naval discussions concluded and the 
results written into treaty form, the International Conference 
turned full attention to the Far Eastern situation again to-day, 
with the hope of bringing the Washington negotiations finally to 
an end this week.

Death List in Pennsylvania 
Probably Twenty-nine 

Oates. Pa., Feb. 2.—The bodies of 
nine miners killed in an explosion in 
the Gates mine of the H. C. Frick 
Coke Company here to-day had been 
brought to the surface at noon from 
the entry, one and one-half miles 
from the foot of the shaft, where the 
accident occurred. 

Twenty men, it was stated, were 
still in the mine and experienced 
miners working feverishly to reach 
them expressed the opinion that all 
were dend. 

The mine is one of the largest In 
this vicinity and normally employs 
about 1,000 men. It has been work¬ 
ing day and night shifts and a large 
number of m**n were in the entries 
and rooms when the explosion oc¬ 
curred. 

Machinery Intact. 

The mine shaft is 680 feet deep, 
and the explosion occurred in a sec¬ 
tion so far back in the workings that 
Its force was spent before it could 
reach the bottom of the shaft and 
damage the hoisting machinery. 

According to reports, a number of 
men quit work at the usual time and 
were making their way to the shaft 
on foot when the accident happened. 
They Immediately organized rescue 
crews and under the leadership of 
Superintendent Sam Brown set out to 
rescue the imprisoned men.

Capt. Jensen Had Prepared 
For Voyage Into Beyond 

Distressed Fisherman Buffeted 
By Misfortune 

With his mind made up that there 
was nothing left except to lie in his 
bunk until grim death overtook him. 
Captain Andrew Jensen. 75-year-old 
veteran of many battles with the 
raging deep, almost weakened for the 
first time in his life, when after 
months of suffering and privation on 
the shores at Beecher Bay all further 
human effort seemed hopeless. He 
is to-day safe in Victoria, but lack¬ 
ing food and fuel. 

Boat Cast Ashors. 

Readers of The Times will remem¬ 
ber the story of the Captain’s terrible 
experience when during a terrific 
gale last September his fi thing boat 
was rendered helpless, and was cast 
ashore at Beecher Bay. The dauntless 
old fisherman, who was bom of Nor¬ 
wegian parents on the Shetland 
Islands, and who spent twenty-one 
years fishing the North Seas In ad¬ 
dition to the twenty-five years he 
has spent on Vancouver Island, was 
four days and nights aboard the 27- 
foot boat, drenched to the skin and 
fearing every moment that the huge 
breakers and the pounding timbers 
with which the beach was strewn 
might crush his vessel into splinters. 
On one occasion when he endeavored 
to get ashore over the floating tim¬ 
bers the Captain was • crushed be¬ 
tween them, but, though severly ln -. 
Jured. he lives to-day to tell the tale 
of his terrible experiences. , 

After a very unsuccessful season. | 
during which the Captain netted only 
$8.50, he wintered it out at Beecher 
Bay. It was a long time before a 
favorable opportunity offered to en¬ 
able him to get his vessel afloat, and 
put in some kind of repair. Through 
the flooding of his boat the battery 
was gone, and the engines could not 
be started. When the vessel was 
being pounded on the beach, the 
windows were smashed in. and vari¬ 
ous injuries sustained. With his ra¬ 
tions getting lower and lower and

Isaac Marcosson Will Sail by 
SS. Empress of Asia 

Isaac F. Marcosson. publicist hnd 

writer, who is cn coute to the Orient 
to secure material for a number of 
articles he proposes to write, will bo 
a passenger on board the liner Em¬ 
press of Asia, leaving this" port to¬ 
night for the Far East. 

Mr. Marcosson is best known to 
the people of Victoria as the writer 
of interviews with statesmen and 
others and articles on international 
affairs which have appeared in the 
pages of The Saturday Evening Post 
during the past few years. To secure 
at first hand statements from dom¬ 
inant public figures of the day, he 
has visited many of the important 
cities of the world, the resultant 
articles dealing with & wide range of 

subjects. 

Born in September, 1877, Mr. Mar¬ 
cosson began his journalistic career 
with The Daily Times of Louisville, 
Kentucky, advancing from the re- 
portorlal staff to the position of City. 
Editor* Subsequently, for four years, 
he was Associate Editor of the maga¬ 
zine World’s Work. lie was a mem¬ 
ber of the staff and financial editor 
of The Saturday Evening Post, of 
Philadelphia, from 1907 till 1910. and 
from 1910 till 1913 he was an associ¬ 
ate editor of Munsey’s Magazine, of 
New York. 

Since that time he has done much 
work for The Saturday Evening 
Post. In this connection some of the 
interviews he succeeded in getting 
during the war weie notable. He 
talked with Premier 'Lloyd George 
more than once, and it Is stated that 
the boldness with which he attacked 
the problem of arranging a conver¬ 
sation with the head of the British 
Ministry was a surprise to British 
Government officials, long familiar 
with a custom which made It very 
.difficult, if not impossible to have the 
British Prime Minister devote any 
time to direct talks with journalists.

Marcosson wrote was one with Pre¬ 
mier Smuts shortly before the last 
general election ln the Union of 
South Africa, the First Minister on 
that occasion giving expression to 
some of his aspirations for the pro¬

LIEN FOR SAURY 
ON OWN COMPANY 

Remarkable Organization Al¬ 
leged at Brennan Lake Mill 

The appeal of Vlpond (appellant) 
versus Galbraith, respondent, came 
on for hearing in the morning ses¬ 
sion of the Court of Appeal to-day. 
Chief Justice Macdonald presiding. 
E. C. Mayers, K. C., with W. Cun- 
liffe, for the appellant gave the his¬ 
tory of the action to date. 

The appeal was one to set aside a 
judgment given in the lower court in 
a suit of the Brennan Lake Lumber 
Company and Galbraith, the latter 
being a director of that company. 
The Judgment was one giving effect 
to a lien of Galbraith ugainst the 
Brennan Lake Lumber Company for 
salary, one of the grounds of the ap¬ 
peal being that there were no cir¬ 
cumstances, claimed Mr. Mayers, 
upon which such a lien could have 
been allowed. 

Galbraith. Millar, and Johnston, 
stated Mr. Mayers, were co-dlrectors 
and total shareholders of the Bren¬ 
nan Lake Lumber Company, which 
was Incorporated in 1920 and oper¬ 
ated for a short time in the Nanaimo 
district, seven or eight miles from 
Nanaimo. Each of the three direc¬ 
tors put In $5,000, the subscribed 
capital being at $15,000, and each was 
to receive a salary of $5,000 a year, 
for the offices of president, vice- 
president and secretary-treasurer, re¬ 
spectively, thus in one year with¬ 
drawing in salary what had been 
subscribed as capital. In November 
or 1920 the mill, shut down, and from 
that time no work, or scarcely any 
wo*-k had been done. 

In December of the same year Mil¬ 
lar and Johnston came to Victoria, 
leaving Galbraith in charge, and 
subsequently abandoned to Galbraith 
all their interest ln the Brennan 
Lake Lumber Company. At this

SPECIAL RAIwaT 
POLICE IN RUSSIA 

Habit of Theft Grows Among 
Transportation Employees 

London, Feb. 2.—Thefts of goods 
from Russian railways are so ex¬ 
tensive that Djerkinsky, the Pole 
who now directs the railway admini¬ 
stration, asserts that it will be neces¬ 
sary to establish a special police 
force to stamp It out, according to 
news from Moscow. 

DjerJInsky first came into Interna¬ 
tional notice through his direction of 
the counter-revolutionary organiza¬ 
tion known as the Cheka during the 
Red Terror period in the Summer of 
1918. He recently denounced the 
rtfIway employees as speculators and 
trafficers who should be Jailed. 
However, it is difficult to understand 
bow the railroad men can be expect¬ 
ed to work without stealing, for train 
men have stated that their pay 
amounted to only 6.SOO 8oviet rubbles 
a month. This is equivalent to 20 
Canadian cents, less than the price 
of a single pound of black broad. 
Guarde. 

The American Relief Administra¬ 
tion is protected against theft by 
special guards and the Bolshevik 
Government makes good all losses of 
American foodstuffs. But even the 
knowledge that detection probably 
will mean death has not prevented 
thieves from stealing American sup¬ 
plies. 

The railway administration asked 
for 619.000,000 gold rubles for main¬ 
tenance of transportation in 1922; 
but the Government allowed only 
48,000,000 in the budget- However, 
it included a provision that every de¬ 
partment of the Government should 
pay for hauling its freight 
Soviet Russia now has 900.000 rail¬ 
way employees and the Ukrainian 
republic 285,000. Great reductions in 
their numbers have been made be¬ 
cause of the inability of the commis¬ 
sars to provide food for more. In fact 
they are unable to supply all the food 
promised to the reduced personnel. 

There is a great cry in Russia that 
the railways be put on a paying basis. 


Geneva, Feb. 1.—Famine has reach¬ 
ed such a terrible degree in the 
Orenburg district of Russia that peo¬ 
ple are kitting each other, and par¬ 
ents are eating their children, says 
a telegram received to-day from a 
representative in Moscow of Dr. 
Fridjtof Nansen, head of the Inter¬ 
national Commission for Russian Re¬ 
lief. 

The telegram, addressed to the 
Geneva Bureau of the International 
Bureau, was based dn information re¬ 
ceived from a Russian representative 
attached to the American Relief Ad¬ 
ministration at Orenburg. 

The following authentic examples, 
it says, occurred in the village of 
Tuliakova, canton of Yarmatqnsky; 

A man named T. Hallina ate the 
corpse of his brother; a woman 
named Housna ate two of her 
children, and a man named Absamb 
devoured his daughter. 

Other cases of cannibalism were 
reported from the district of Corny, 
near Orenburg, where people arrived 
on foot, having walked 200 to 250 
versts to obtain American aid. (A 
1 verst is .66 of a mile). 

V0LIVA OF ZION 

SAYS WORLD FLAT 

AND SKY SOLID 

Ziun City, 111., Feb. Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva, successor of John 
Alexander Dowle as overseer of 
Zion and head of the Christian 
Apostolic Church, has completed the 
fixing of the dimensions of his flat 
world, existence of which is now 
taught in the Zion schools. 

According to Mr. Voliva’s latest 
pronouncement, the sky Is a vast 
| dome of solid material, from which 
the sun, moon and stars are hung 
like a chandelier. The edges of the 
| dome, he explained, rest on the wall 
I of ice which surrounds the flat 
world to keep foolhardy mariners 
from tumbling over the edge.

In 1880 the exports of the 
United States to the Orient were 
$11,645,703. In 1920 they were 
$771,748,562. According to a re¬ 
cent bulletin of the Department 
, of Commerce and Labor at 
Washington “it is estimated 
that the direct purchasing popu¬ 
lation of China is only about 
8,700,000 (the population,of 46 
treaty ports) out of an estimated 
population of 445,873,000. It 
seems evident that when China 
comes into its own the possibili¬ 
ties will be beyond computa¬ 
tion.” Thomas Lamont, of the 
banking house of Morgan, thinks 
that China’s demands for ma¬ 
chinery and domestic appurten¬ 
ances of all kinds eventually will 
be prodigious. Herein lies a 
situation which ought to interest 
Canada, as it is interesting the 
United States. Canadian busi¬ 
nessmen for the most part have 
been singularly indifferent to the 
tremendous possibilities of the 
vast Oriental market, while 
their American rivals arc push¬ 
ing the sale of their wares there 
with all the resources at their 
command. This-tto doubt is due 
to the fact that Canadians east 
of the Great Lakes have not 
learned to look Pacific-wards. 
They have not realized the strat¬ 
egic importance of Canada's 
situation on this ocean from a 
commercial point of view, a situ¬ 
ation at least as good as that of 
the United States. The Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway Company, 
with the far-ranging vision which 
always has characterized it, has 
long appreciated the vast com¬ 
mercial opportunities which lie 
across the Pacific, and is con¬ 
stantly enlarging and improvisg 
its trans-oceanic steamship ser¬ 
vice; but eastern Canadian ex¬ 
porters have been slow to follow 
its lead. If the late Government 
had devoted the $50,000,000 it 
loaned to Greece and Roumania 
—not a cent of which in interest 
or principal has been repaid—to 
the development of Canada’s 
trade with the Orient much 
greater practical benefit would 
have been derived from the in¬ 
vestment. It is hardly necessary 
to emphasize the importance 
such trade development would 
he to Canada’s trans-continental 
-ailroads.

In this prediction 111 Popes are de¬ 
scribed concisely. Wartlmo is be¬ 
lieved by many to have been al¬ 
luded to by the author In his de¬ 
scription of Benedict XV., whose 
term at the Vatican is described as 
the time of religion laid waste. 

The author concludes with the 
prophesy that after the last persecu¬ 
tion of tho Holy Roman Church, the 
city of tho seven hills (Rome) 1 will 
be destroyed.

“Our salmon industry is respon¬ 
sible for the major part of British 
Columbia’s production of fish.” said 
Mr. Sloa«^*Halibut and herring 
come next. 

“British Columbia is the banner 
Province with regard to our fishery 
wealth. In fact, almost one-half of 
the total production of Canada, dur¬ 
ing the last three years, is credited 
to our Province. 

‘The total fish production for Can¬ 
ada during the last three years was 
$166,040,000. British Columbia a 
share of this amount was $74,991,000 
Nova Scotia. $45,376,000. New Bruns¬ 
wick, $16,970,000 with the other Pro¬ 
vinces making up the balance. 

Salmon Used to Lead.” 

•7t Is both my duty and my desire 
on an occasion like the present, to call 
to your attention the seriousness of our 
salmon fishery. It is a question to 
which you may profitably give full con¬ 
sideration. We are in grave danger of 
losing the fish that have made us great 
in the fishery world. Our salmon fish¬ 
eries have been and are being rapidly 
depleted. There is danger that they 
will be wholly destroyed. British Co¬ 
lumbia has long held the premier Posi¬ 
tion of the Dominion, in point of fish 
production. beciuBe of the value of her 
salmon fisheries. 

“But a decade ago the salmon fish¬ 
eries were the most valuable of any 
fishery in Canada, and one of the roost 
valuable in the world. Formerly the 
runs of salmon to our waters were of 
first importance. The runs to the 
Fraser, once were greater than to any 
river in the world. It is not so now. 
Perhaps this can better be understood 
by giving you some figures which will 
glye effect to my statements.

Senate refused to approve of the 
treaties, notwithstanding the fact that

Regulations Cannot Be Con- ! 
sidered Retroactive 

Important to Liquor Control 
Board 

That, from the |.analn K of Iho 
Liquor Control Act, by proclamation 
on June IK last year, until October 
13 last when its regulation was ap¬ 
proved by Lieutenant-Governor-ln- 
Councll, there had been no such 
thing as an official seal, and there¬ 
fore no offence of having liquor un¬ 
sealed, is the effect of a judgment 
handed down to-day by His Honor 
Judge Lumpman. 

The decision was handed down in i 
a Judgment for the appellant in the 
suit of Rex versus George Brook and 
George McIntosh, in which case the 
appellants had each b(en fined $100 
in the polios court for being in pos¬ 
session of unsealed liquor on Octo¬ 
ber 1, last year. Liquor. Including all 
choice brands of whiskies and 
liqueurs, to u total value of $1,735 
was confiscated, and that with the 
fines must now be returned to the 
appellants by the Crown. R. C. Uwo 
acted for the appellants, and C, L. 
Harrison for the Crown, the action 
being in the County Court lust week. 

In his judgment His Honor Judge t 
Latnpman deals with the provisions 1 
of section 109 of the Government Li- , 
quor Act, sub-sections 1 and 2. which 
give the powers of the Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board to make amendments by 
resolution to be passed by Order-In- 
Council, and provide for the fixing of 
a seal, and its uses. 

"The resolution was approved by 
Lieut.-Governor-in-Councll on Octo¬ 
ber 13,” His Honor proceeds, “and 
published in The Gazette on October 
20. Th^ offense if any was on Oc¬ 
tober 1. after the passing of the reao 
lutlon and before the approval and 
publication In The Gazette. 

"It was contended by the defendant 
that the resolution had no effect, one 
member of the board not being noti¬ 
fied of the meeting; and that even 
if it did that that could not have 
been before the approval and publi¬ 
cation of the resolution. Tbe Crown 
held that once published the regula¬ 
tion became a part of the act. and 
as such was retroactive to June 15. 
and say that there has been a seal 
since that date. 

’This la rather astounding. In its 
results If correct, but I do not think 1 
it is." Later His Honor continued 

"That the seal was not approved 
until October 13, and not published 
until Ootober 20, and still a man 
could be convicted of not having his 
liquor sealed on October 1. Is con- I 
trary to good sense, and is against I 
natural Justice. As there was no seal I 
on October 1, the defendant could 
not be convicted of an offense as to 
that date. The appeals are allowed, 
and the question of costs may. be 
Hpoken to," concluded His Honor.

Confers With Police Chief to 
Prevent New Unemployed 
Outburst 

Measures to protect the City Hall 
from crowds of excited unemployed 
were taken by Mayor Marchant dur^ 
ing a conference with Chief of .Po¬ 
lice John Fry to-day. Later the 
Mayor arranged to confer at kngth 
with unemployed this afternoon. 

The Mayor’s action was the out¬ 
come of dramatic events yesterday 
afternoon when a group of unem¬ 
ployed Hoimed into the Hall, surged 
past the Mayor’s Kecretarv and 
finally pressed into the Mayors pri¬ 
vate office, loudly demanding a hear¬ 
ing. 

The Chief was summoned In a rush 
to prevent violence of any kind, and 
to-day the Muyor told him to take 
cure of the situation in future. "I 
just told the Chief it was up to him 
to cope with the situation," the 
Mayor explained after talking ear¬ 
nestly with the Chief for some time. 
The Chief explained that he could not 
spare a policeman to guard the Hull 
at all hour*, but polioe will be ready 
pt all times to quell disturbances if 
they should brekk out again. 

"I cannot tolerate the sort of thing 
that occurred yesterday," the Mayor 
declared. "I am prepared to confer 
with people at all times, but not to 
be intimated In any way." 

8urge Into Hall. 

City Hall workers first perceived 
that trouble was about to bfleuk 
loose when they beheld a crowd of 
some twenty-five unemployed mureh- 
Ing down Douglas Street towurds the! 
front door of the Hall. A mimUe!

Mayor Marchanl’s announcement 
yesterday that he would take up with 
the City Council plans for collecting 
school taxes in the Spring and gen¬ 
eral taxes in the Fall has met with, 
I considerable favor at the City Hall.' 
That the Mayor’s proposal is prac¬ 
ticable became clear when GMty 
Treasurer E. C. Smith announced that 
the present taxation collection 
machinery of the City could inaug¬ 
urate the Mayor's proposed system 
without much trouble. 

The City’s tax collection system is 
considered one of the most efficient 
and flexible that could be devised. 


On this account it would bo possible. 
1 with about five weeks' notice, to col¬ 
lect a levy to pay for school costs 
In May of this year at the same time 
that local improvement taxes are 
collected. 

The knowledge that the City Treas¬ 
ury could handle the proposed early 
collection has greatly encouraged the 
backers of the Mayor’s plan who de¬ 
clares that some drastic action must 
be taken Immediately If the City 
is to make ends meet now that Its 
bank had cut down the annual City 
loan from $750,000 to $500,000. 

"We cannot possibly get through 
until our taxes are collected in the 
Fall on the $500,000 the bank is loan¬ 
ing us," Mayor Marchant stated to- 
ftay. "Something must be dene to 
enable us to carry on. That is why- 
various tax reforms must be consid¬ 
ered and why w© are determined to 
pare down our estimates to the 
limit."
